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HISTORY OF THE NAVY.

we Have ever carried on the same characteristics of per- 
eonal courage on the part of our seamen and of skill, 
pluck and inspired audacity on the.part of our officers 
have been exhibited as that which the present contest 
has brought so prominently to the front. The “man be- 
hind the gun,” who, after all, is the most forceful 
factor in compelling success, has always been the 
same bright eager, daring American, and Dewey, 
Sampeon, Schley and their colleagues have been simply 
following the “traditions of the fathers.” 

These facts are brought out with especial emphasis 
in “A History of the United States Navy from 1775 to 
1898,” by Edgar Stanton Maclay, A. M., with Tech- 
nical Revision by Lieut. Roy C. Smith, U. 8S. N., of 
which a 4 edition has just been published by D. Ap 
pleton & Co, 

In the introduction to this work the author has tereely 
stated a few facte bearing upon the confirmed “habit” 
of victory which has characterized the American Navy. 
as well as the remarkably small percentage of losses— 
or, in popular parlance, “good luck”—which has been an 
almost equally uniform attendant upon the victories of 
the past. During the War of the Revolution the Con- 
tinental cruisers and privateers captured about eight 
hundred British vessels, and, assuming what is prob- 
ably more than the fact, that each privateer had an 
average of fifteen men, we have a total of twelve thou- 
sand prisoners taken on the high seas by a force which 
at no time exceeded five thousand men. It was through 
this hastily improvised maritime force that the Ameri- 
can armies were kept supplied with the munitions of 
war. In our war with France about eighty vessels, 
mostly privateers, carrying over three thoueand men, 
were captured from the enemy. 

It was, however, in the War of 1812 with Great 
Britain that the American genius for naval warfare— 
the old Viking spirit under modern conditions—was 
brought most prominently to the front. During that 
comparatively brief contest over fifteen hundred vessels 
were taken from the English and more than twenty 
thoueand of their seamen were made prisonere. At the 
beginning of the war the navy of Great Britain was 
considered perfectly invincible; at its close British com- 
merce was almost annihilated, and in eighteen naval en- 
gagements the Royal Navy had sustained fifteen de- 
feats. The following tabular statement of the com- 
parative losses on either side jin a number of the most 
prominent victories of the American Navy will show 
the wonderful good fortune which seemed everywhere 
to follow our fleet: 
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It is not to be wondered at that, commenting on the 
Treaty of Ghent, which closed the pages of this re- 
markable naval record, the London “Times” of Dec. 
14, 1814, said: “We have retired from the combat with 
the stripes yet bleeding on our backs ‘Two or 
three of our ships have struck to a force vaetly in- 
ferior!” No; not two or three but many on the ocean 
and whole squadrong on the lakes, and the numbers are 
to be viewed with relation to the comparative magni- 
tude of the two navies. Scarcely is there an American 
ship of war which has not to boast a victory over the 
British flag. Scarcely one British ship in thirty or forty 
that has beaten an American. With the bravest sea- 
men and the most powerful navy in the world we retire 
from the contest when the balance of defeat is so heay- 
ily against us.” 

It is in no spirit of braggadocio that these facts in the 
history of our Navy are now recalled. It is simply to 
emphasize the truth with which all close students of 
history are familiar—that the “personal factor” plays a 
very large part in the final issue of all conflicte by 
land and by sea, and that no form of government is 
more admirably adapted than our own to the develop- 
ment of that individualism and strong personality which 
gives strength to arms and efficiency to trained bodies 
of men. As a nation we have a genius for painstaking 
effort which in any cause where our hearte are enlisted 
simply compels success. 

Altogether these records of the history of our Navy are 
very inspiring reading. The boy or the man that can 
peruse them unmoved must be made of very un-Ameri- 
can etuff. Most of our school histories deal very super- 
ficially with thie profoundly interesting side of our coun- 
try’s past. Some enterprising publisher could not do a 
better thing financially as well as from a patriotic etand- 
point than to issue a school history in which this neg- 
lected side of our national annale should receive the 
recognition it so justly deserves, 

In this masterful and painstaking work we have the 











THE VENTILATION OF THE BOILER ROOM. 


Up to the present time the casualties due to heat have 
outnumbered all others in our fleets, and unless the 
spirit of the Spanish Navy revives in an unexpected 
manner, it is probable that this proportion will be main- 
tained until the end of the war. In the engine rooms, 
stoke holes and coal bunkers, the situation is peculiarly 
distressing, and no one will ever know the daily death 
our brave and spirited men are facing. 

If there is any method, however costly, complicated 
or difficult, Liewever opposed to present practice or 
strange to our established modes of thought, that prom- 
ises relief in this particular, we hold that it is the duty 
of our Government to give it careful trial. This is not 
only a question of philanthropy and duty to our faithful 
men, it is also an important problem in the efficiency 
and safety of a navy. Our ships have maintained them- 
selves wonderfully well in a sub-tropical climate and 
have always been ready for active duty. The compli- 
eated machinery of engines, turrets, guns, ventilation. 
hoists and the countless other functions that are per- 
formed by mechanism which in time of peace was break- 
ing down so constantly as to raise the question whether 
after all the modern war vessel was a practicable fight- 
ing machine, seems to rise to its duty with human spirit 
in active service, and we have had four considerable 
fleets constantly on duty for two months with hardly a 
breakdown that required withdrawal. The steady tor- 
ture of the heat is the only thing we have not conquered. 

We published in the “Journal,” Oct. 26, 1895, an ar- 
ticle on the subject of refrigeration, in which we presented 
what we asserted to be, and still believe te be, the only 
method of obtaining comfort in the close quarters of 
engine and boiler rooms, stoke holes and similar places. 
It was to make the human body its own refrigerator. 
We pointed out that every device for cooling off by other 
means had proved abortive and had been rejected. 
Evaporation cools, and if the perspiration can be evapor- 
ated as fast as it forms, the body is cool. It is cool to 
the touch, and cool in its owner’s sensation. Methods 
for obtaining this action have been successfully intro- 
duced into deep mines where the heat is intense, and 
we can see no reason why these cannot be applied to 
ships of war. All that is required is a moist skin and 
a current of dry air without regard to its temperature. 
However hot it may be it will produce the sensation of 
cold when applied to a skin moistened with perspiration. 
Our boiler rooms can certainly furnish an abundance of 
heat to raise the temperature of air enclosed in pipes so 
as to protect it against moisture. The action of this hot 
dry air upon the skin is immediate and only those who 
have tested this method can imagine the grateful sense 
of coolness that is experienced. If the deck temperature 
is 100 deg., and that of the engine room is 150 deg., the 
air current might rise to 125 or 130 deg. At these tem- 
peratures, which are moderate in such localities as Cuba 
and Manila, the tension of watery vapor in the atmos- 
phere is high, or in other words, the quantity of vapor 
absorbed by the air is very great. The tension in- 
creases about 33 per cent. for 5 degrees rise of tem- 
perature, and this increase is the measure of the air cur- 
rent’s increased avidity for moisture. When air so pre- 
pared is directed upon the naked body, the man needs 
nothing more. He will do his own refrigerating and do 
it very perfectly. Then he can drink as much as he 
likes and his refreshment will come not from a chilled 
stomach but from stimulated healthy action of the skin. 

One good point about the system is that no one ever 
takes too large a dose. Men have been known to work 
for hours without discomfort in a temperature of 125 
deg., and under such conditions that their perspiration, 
filling their shoes, flowed over and formed a pool on the 
floor. If the same system for comfortable living can be 
established on our men-of-war, no one need faint at his 
work. 

It may seem strange that we should advocate a sys- 
tem of cooling off by hot air, but our professional read- 
ers who have studied such subjects as humidity, dew 
point, evaporation, etc., will readily see the rationale 
of the physical reactions upon which it is based. There 
are two absolute requirements in any successful system 
for cooling off the men. It must not be forbiddingly 
complicated and it must accept the conditions we find in 
service and make use of them. In both of these points 
the warm air system is pre-eminent. There is no addi- 
tion of mechanism except the pipes in which the air 
current is warmed. No artificial heat is required, the 
radiation of the boilers and the heat of the boiler rooms 
supplying all that is needed. The men do not breathe 
a hotter air than they breathe now, but the air is 
guarded from taking up moisture until it satisfies itself 
on their perspiration. Sea air taken at 100 deg. and 
dried in a close pipe at 120 or 130 deg., will make a 
man working in an engine or boiler room of 150 deg. 
temperature shiver if he gets too much of it. 

Another point in favor of this system is that its effi- 
ciency does not depend upon mere ingenuity, but arises 
from the operation of certain constants of nature. 
Mechanica! skill has no place in it except to supply the 
means for bringing these constants jnto operation, in 
places and by modes that make them effective for the 
uses desired.

That pluck and energy and a cool, calculating disre- 
gard of danger is not merely an individual but a nationa! 
characteristic. 

That judged by their product, our national educationa) 
establishments for the Navy and Army have no super- 
iors, and tlie scope of their education should be widened 
so as to prepare for the necessary increase of our mili- 
tary and naval establishments. 

That in proportion to its size the American Navy has 
no superior in ships and guns. 

That the American Navy retains the superiority in 
gun practice that it showed in the Revolution and in 
the: War of 1812; indeed, wherever it has been brought 
into contrast with foreign navies. 

That American shipyards, American ordnance factor- 
ies, American armor plate factories, can be depended 
upon for honest and thorough work, and our ordnance 
officers for efficient inspection. 

That the collisions, accidents and misunderstandings 
so common in foreign naval maneuvers, are not the 
necessary accompaniment of joint action by vessels of 
war properly handled. 

That the “sweet little cherub who sits up aloft to 
wateh over the life of poor Jack” has a peculiar pen- 
chant for the Yankee sailor. 

That the injuries done to the Maine were entirely 
unlike those produced by an interna! explosion such as 
destroyed the Vizcaya, which was torn to pieces by the 
explosion of one of her own torpedoes. 

That the Regular Army of the United States is an 
army of native Americans, and not of foreigners, as is 
so often falsely asserted. This is indicated by the names 
appearing in the lists of killed and wounded, and is 
proven by the statistics published annually by the War 
Department. 

That it is, moreover, as we have always declared, 
composed of a body of young men ranking high, as 
compared with the average citizen, in intelligence and 
manly characteristics. They are a picked body of men. 
Even now, one-half of those applying for enlistment in 
the country are rejected and three-quarters of those who 
apply at the recruiting offices in our large cities. 

That saving common sense and some administrative 
ability has been behind all this, and that it is only sim- 
ple justice that it should be acknowledged. 

That the spirit of American patriotism was never 
more ardent than it is now, and that those were true 
prophets who declared that at the first threat of foreign 
war all internal disputes would be forgotten and North 
and South, East and West would be united as one man. 

That the snarling critics, whose mission it has been 
to depreciate everything American in comparison with 
what was foreign, have no place in this country and 
should be deported. 

That those were wise who insisted that forts were too 
much for ships and we need fear nothing from a naval 
attack if our coasts were properly fortified and our har- 
bors liberally supplied with mines and torpedoes. 

That we should not linger too long in the stage of 
experiment, in the attempt to reach ideal perfection, as 
in the case of smokeless powder. 

Finally, as Mr. Henry Norman well says in a letter 


to the London “Chronicle:” “The apocalyptic vision of 


a new heaven and a new earth is still unfulfilled, but 
there is a new America. The second American revolu- 
tion has occurred, and its consequences may be as great 
as those of the first. The old America, the America 
obedient to the traditions of the founders of the Repub- 
lic, is passing away, and a new America—an America 

armed, alert and exigent in the arena of the 
world etruggle—ie taking its place.”

MODERN FIELD SURGERY. . 


The news from the front indicates that a competent 
medical staff may be also the most efficient recruiting 
detail an army can have. During the last two weeks 
twelve or fifteen hundred wounded and several hundred 
sick have gone into hospital in a climate that was ex- 
pected to be especially trying to wounded men, and the 
few notes of their condition that have come through 
indicate results that are amazingly favorable. Two days 
after the fights of Santiago Adm!. Sampson cabled that 
only two men had succumbed to the operations made 
necessary by their wounds. Of course such happy re 
sults cannot be expected always, but there seems to be 
no doubt that in spite of climatic disadvantages, and of 
the shattering effects of the Mauser bullet, and the 
blood poisoing caused by the brass-tipped bullets of 
the Spanish volunteers, the Army surgeons will send 
back a greater proportion of wounded men to their 
colors than has been done in any previous war. The 
aseptic treatment is a success in field hospitals, and in 
the better conditions offered by the Navy, it seems to 
give results that are closely comparable to the best prac- 
tice of city hospitals.

it is very agreeable reading. 

The causes of the good results obtained among the 
soldiers must be looked for in part in the provision 
made for the wounded man’s relief before he reaches 
the hospital. Lieut. Trull, 7lst N, Y. Vols., who has re- 
turned home, wounded, says: “There was never a better 
thing invented than those First Aid to the Wounded 
packets. Nearly every man had one of them in his 
pocket, and they saved a lot of suffering, as the man 
next in line to you could bandage you up immediately as 
soon as You were wounded.” 

One reason for the good health of the troops is the 
excellent water supply. We pointed out in the “Journal” 
of May 28 the imperative need of a proper water base 
in any operations in Cuba, and this has undoubtedly 
been secured at Santiago, and very fortunately, for the 
soldiers do not, and in the first advance could not, prac- 
tice the excellent rules for boiling and filtering water 
which were recommended to them. One account says: 
“It would pain the authors of the elaborate water regu- 
lations to watch the men at the front. At Baiquiri and 
Siboney complete water systems were found. The re- 
treating Spaniards had attempted to cut the supply pipe 
at Baiquiri, but had not succeeded. This water was 
used liberally for all purposes by the troops, and so far 
there is no apparent ill effect from it. Those troops that 
were marched from Baiquiri found a running stream 
crossing the trail. They drank from this and filled their 
canteens. Here they replenished them again. Three 
miles further a small stream was discovered, and this 
was used without question. Three miles beyond this a 
larger stream, shallow, and flowing clear and bright 
over a rocky bed, comes down from the mountains to 
the north, and flows parallel with the trail until it is 
within sight of Santiago. With these sources of supply 
there has been no lack of water for all purposes, 
although its quality is undetermined.” 

This immunity from ill effects spoken of is undoubt- 
edly due to the abundant supply of rapidly running 
water in the rainy season. When that has passed the 
injunctions to boil and filter the more sluggish supplies 
of the dry season will have to be enforced. 


THE ATTITUDE OF GERMANY. 


The report comes to us from Germany that it is not 
the German Emperor who is unfriendly, but the German 
people, and there is nothing thus far to show the con- 
trary. The Emperor Wilhelm is much better informed 
as to the character of the Americans than his people, 
who are misled by the idea that the United States 
is composed largely of adventurers and foreign- 
ers, who come here to escape military service. They 
know little of the native American, who inherits the tra- 
ditions of ‘a glorious past and is full of the adventurous 
and aggressive spirit which has made the United States 
what it is. “There is no American society in the United 
States,” we overheard a lady on a German steamer 
say, “it is all German.” It is from the German speaking 
Americans who travel abroad and send home letters that 
Germany derives such ideas as it has of this country. 

We doubt, however, whether the intelligent German 
Emperor is misled by the idea that we can be bullied 
or turned from our purpose, even by a threat of war 
with Germany. He is quite competent to understand 
the lessons of this war thus far, showing as it does the 
ease with which harbors can be defended against as- 
saults from the sea, and the immense difficulty of trans- 
porting armies to a great distance by sea, especially in 
the face of a Navy so energetic and aggressive as ours. 
The efficiency of our gunners is not more remarkable 
ihan the fighting intelligence and pluck of our Captains. 
From the experience of the past two months we deduce 
the highest probability that our mainland can defend 
itself anA leave the Navy free for aggressive work. 

Remembering that the forces we have in Cuba are 
only moderately strong, and that their distance from 
home ports is never more and often much less thah 
1,000 miles, and the constant activity required to keep 
them supplied, we get a measure of the great difficulties 
which would have to be overcome in order to land and 
maintain a larger force at a greater distance to oper- 
ate actively against a more persistent enemy. 

Such considerations are apropos just now, in view of 
the indisereet cockiness of the German commanders in 
the Pacific. The German marine is no stronger than 
ours, and her navy is undoubtedly inferior, and the diffi- 
culty of maintaining a fighting force in the Philippines 
would be felt by that power at least as severely as by 
us, and we are already on the ground. While we have 
had trouble to obtain the transports we wanted, we 
have by no means reached the limit of our resources even 
in the Pacific. We have also the advantage of a double 
base of operations, for the route to the Philippines by 
the Suez Canal is not essentially less from Kiel than 
from New York. In fact Singapore lies so nearly oppo- 
site London that Banca tin is shipped there to England 
by the first steamer, whether it is going west to the Suez 
Canal or east to San Francisco, the freight being the 
same, 

On the Suez route we have as many coaling stations 
as Germany, that is, none. In the Pacific we have 
already secured one in the Carolines, and another in 
Hawaii, besides the foothold we have obtained in the 
Philippines. Such considerations show that the 
man demonstration at Manila is unwise, if it is

leave nothing but a sense of distrust of German assur- 
ance, but meanwhile, we repeat, it is dangerous and in- 
opportune for intervention in the just rights of a strong, 
victorious and patriotic people, cannot be undertaken 
unless the intervening power has resolved on war. Char- 
acter and military conditions are not the same in 
America as in China.

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SURRENDER OF SANTIAGO. 


The news of the surrender of Santiago comes too late 
in the week to be considered in ail of its bearings, It is 
as complete in its way as our naval victories. Indeed, 
the work of our Army hes had most essential relations 
to one of these victories on the sea, and the more im- 
portant one in view of our own defence and the purposes 
for which the war was undertaken. Sad as is the loss of 
life at Santiago, and profound as is the sorrow it brings 
to the Army and those bound to it by the tenderest ties, 
it is comparatively small, in view of the results ob- 
tained, 

It is because of the display of unconquerable resolu- 
tion and the gallant defiance of the dread conditions of 
modern war resulting in this loss that we have been able 
to accomplish our purposes so quickly and so completely. 
The allies were engaged for a year with Sebastopol, and 
at the end were only able to compel the Russians to re- 
treat without securing their surrender. 

The result is clearly the work of the Regular Army, 
which has demonstrated its capacity to combine thorough 
discipline with the freedom of individual action and the 
spirit of personal initiative which are so essential to suc- 
cess under present conditions. The problems of ap- 
proach to an enemy holding the advantage of position 
have been solved in the simplest manner. The fiery as- 
saults of our trained troops before which the Spaniards 
went down have demonstrated that they are not so much 
questions of tactics as of the individual characteristica 
of the men composing an Army. Discipline alone could 
never have accomplished what has been accomplished. 
It is discipline united with a. rare measure of soldierly 
dash and pluck in the individual officer and man. We 
have an Army of heroes. Let the country cherish them 
and show that it appreciates the service they have ren- 
dered. Within twenty days of their landing on Cuban 
soil they have forced the surrender of an entrenched 
force nearly equivalent to their own with a loss ‘less 
than that in a score of minor engagements of our Civil 
War having no definite result. 

We can all forgive the ex-Confederate General Whee!- 
er, if it be true, as said, that in the excitement of battle 
he so far forgot himself as to exclaim, “It is all right, 
boys, the Yankees are yielding. I mean the Spaniards, 
of course, gentlemen.” The Yankees were not yielding, 
but Yankee and Confederate were moving forward to- 
gether with irresistible impulse to a common victory. 
Inheriting as they now will the traditions of triumphs to 
which each has contributed his full measure, what is not 
possible to them in the future? 

In examining the liste of soldiers killed and wounded 
before Santiago, one is etruck by the great proportion of 
what may be termed distinctively American names which 
appear. It has been a common belief that the majority 
of our Regular soldiers were foreigners, and the hasty 
deduction was made that they were of the floating pop- 
ulation, fighting simply for their pay and distinctly in- 
ferior mentally, morally and physically. Even when 
our Army had a large proportion of foreigners in it the 
assertion of inferiority could not be supported, and ite 
admirable quality could not be impugned. But this 
later Army is 60 largely composed of native Americans 
that the last argument of its BD paves is removed, and 
it may be as confidently claimed to be a National Army 
as the French, German, Russian or English. In one 
list of one hundred and seventy wounded, one hundred 
and thirty bore American names—fully 76 per cent., 
and we thing it justifiable to claim that fully one-half 
of those having Irish names were born in this country. 
Consequently, if this list is a type of all, at least 80 
per cent of our Army must be American-born. This is 
very gratifying to know. All reports from correspond- 
ente and disinterested people unite in praising the fine 
physique, genera] intelligence and good conduct of our 
enlisted men. Of their conduct in battle, the losses they 
sustained at Santiago is the best proof, and it is grati- 
fying to our pride to now know that they are prac- 
tically all Americans.

One great problem 
in war is to reduce to the émallest possible limit the 
non-combatants who muet be transported, fed, clothed, 
sheltered, doctored and buried, and who add nothing to 
the fighting strength of the Army. It is impractical 
to relieve our soldiers of any work in the way of provid- 
ing for themselves that they can possibly do, and it is 
also highly necessary to relieve the Army, so far as 
possible, of the demoralizing element of civilian em- 
ployees, who impose a heavy burden on ite resources 
without adding in any way to its fighting strength,

ITEMS FROM THE RECENT NAVAL BATTLE. 


Two shells which struck the Iowa passed through the 
coffer-dam and near the water line, but the cellulose 
immediately choked the holes. Leak stoppers were eub- 
eequently placed in the jagged rents, and at the close 
of the battle the lowa was practically in the same con- 
dition as when che went into action. 

The Indiana was far to the eastward when the chase 
began, and with her speed of 15 knote did all that was 
possible for her to do, steaming toward the enemy. She 
opened with her forward battery of two 13-inch and two 
8-inch rifles as soon as she was in range, and then took 
position at the entrance of Santiago. harbor to cut off 
the retreat of Cervera in case he attempted to run back 
to port. 

The Brooklyn is said to have been hit twenty-six times, 
but the only casualties were G. H. Ellis, killed, and J. 
H. Burne, fireman, wounded. 

Of the torpedo boat destroyers Pluton and Furor each, 
it is said, was manned by a crew of seventy-two men. 
Twenty-one were eaved from the Pluton, seventeen 
from the Furor. The boats cleared Santiago harbor in 
the wake of the cruisers and were soon in a hail of fire 
from the batteries of the American fleet. One shell, 
according to a Spanish officer, struck the Pluton amid-

Charles Oman, M, A., F. 8. A., Fellow of All Souls 
College, Oxford, in his “History of the Art of War,” has 
given us an admirable view of the transitional period in 
military equipments, armaments, organization, methods 
and strategy, which bnaraetentanl the Middle Ages. The 
present volume, which is the second of a series of four, 
covers the time between the downfall of the Roman 
Empire and the Fourteenth Cesteyy. While not claim- 
ing to furnish a full and detailed history of any single 
age, such accounts of typical campaigns, battles, arms, 
armor and tactics are given as l best illustrate the 
military annals of the time. ‘? ‘ 

The author has evidently been at great pains to verify 
the facts and information given, and has personally vis- 
ited and examined many of the waportant battlefields 
described, such as recy, Bouvines, Bannockburn, Eves- 
ham, and others. The English plans are taken from the 
Ordnance Survey, the French from the maps of the 
Etat-Major, and the Syrian from the publications of the 
Palestine Exploration Society. The style of the author 
is clear, and the whole subject is treated with a compre- 
hensive and masterly gn . (New York: G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons, London: Methuen & Co.)

STAFF APPOINTMENTS. 

There are over 400 applications for appointments as 
genera! officers now on file in the War Department, and 
20,000 applications for staff appointments. It would be 
well to organize these <vV,000 patriots into an Army 
Corps, selecting the necessary rumber of officers from 
among them and enlisting the rest as privates and non- 
commissioned officers. After a campaign or two the 
War Department will be better able to determine who 
of them are best fitted for staff duty. If it is sweet to 
die for one’s country—‘“dulce et decorum est pro patria 
mori’—it is still sweeter to live and enjoy the pay, 
honors and emoluments of a staff position. 

There has been no reason for selecting untrained 
men for important staff appointments. Our supply de- 
partments would have escaped much criticism if com- 
petent Lieutenants of the Regular service had been ap- 
pointed to fill vacancies. They all had training, and 
many of them experience in staff duties at Army posts. 
If they were needed with their regiments men could 
have been taken from the retired list who have had large 
experience during and since the war. True, this re- 
quired an act of Congress, and we should have had 
one if the War Department had favored the bill intro- 
duced for the purpose of removing the restrictions 
laced upon the employment of officers on_the retired 
ist of the Army, which do not apply to the Navy where 
retired officers have been used to good heed ig There 
may have been good reasons for opposing this bill which 
do not apply to the appointment of the sons of Senators 
and other influential men who are without experience in 
military training, As they have never been made pub- 
lie we cannot tell how sound they are.

The feeling among members of Congress is shown by 
the following: Representative Belknap, of Chicago said: 
“I see no prospect of peace in the talk that emanates 
from Madrid. It is not for Spain to dictate terms to us. 
Peace cannot come until Spain recognizes that she must 
accept whatever terms this Government offers. I do 
not believe that Spain can retain Porto Rico nor the 
"hilippioes any more than she can retain Cuba. We will 
hold the a and Porto Rico. Most emphatically 
the people of this country would not approve of anything 
short of this.” 

A representative of the “Army and Navy Journal” 
has interviewed a number of Senators.on the subject, 
and all insist that Spain must pay a heavy indem- 
nity before they will ratify the treaty of peace.

FURTHER MOVEMENTS AGAINST SPAIN. 


Unless something unforeseen occurs, the Porto Rico 
expedition will shortly be on the move. The present 
plan contemplates an army of 25,000 men. Maj. Gen. 


Brooke, commanding the U. 8S. troops at Chickamauga, 
will be at the head of the expedition. Gen. Brooke has 
gone to Washington for final instructions. After the 
consultation with Gen. Brooke it ie believed that aside 
from some of the Regulars now in Cuba and Porto 
Rican expedition will not draw upon our troops in Cuba 
to any extent, the plan being to have most of the forces 
returned to the United States for recuperation, 

Gen. Wilson’s division, co of the brigades of 
Gens. Hains and Ernst, are under orders for the 
Porto Rican cxpeanie- No more troops, it is ordered, 
shall be embarked for Sontiages with the exception of 
two regiments of immunes. hese immune regiments 
are at New Orleans and Galveston, where transports 
have been provided to take them to Cuba. 

The Spaniards are supposed to have about 7,500 Reg- 
ulars and 14,000 Volunteers in Porto Rico. 

The Administration is quietly prepering for aggress- 
ive action against Spain. Commo. atson’s squadron 
will be dispatched to the Spanish coast at the earliest 
possible moment, and the intention is literally to “carry 
the war into Africa.” The exact departure of thie Hast- 
ern fleet depends upon the operations at Rantings, but 
from the highest officials at Washington it is learned 
that the Commodore will start inside of a week. | 

The Eastern squadron will consist of the battleships 
Massachusette and Oregon, four or five armored cruis- 
ers, in all poone ey the New Orleans, San Francisco, 
Minneapolis, Columbia and Cincinnati, a supply ship 
and some colliers, ‘ 

Some of the vessels are now undergoing cleaning and 
repens, and others must be coaled before the start is 
made. 

Capt. Clark, of the Oregon, will be Chief of Staff. 

Here is what one of the most prominent officiale has 
to say on the subject: 

“The squadron is going to Spain sure enough. It will 
be ready to start within a week. The idea is to make 
the war as uncomfortable as possible for Spain. Here- 
tofore we have proc more or less on the defensive. 
Very soon we shall be decidedly offensive. Commo. 
Watson will harry the Spanish coast, destroy merchant 
vessels of the enemy, hunt for the remnant of Camara’s 
fleet, bombard the cities and make himself as odious as 
possible to the Dons. : ; 

“The time has come to cease temporizing with Spain 
and to teach her some wholesome lessons, and when 
our fleet is hurling half-ton projectiles into Cadiz, Car- 
thagena and Barcelona she may perhaps come to her 
senses. 

“The fleet will go as soon as it can be got ready, and 
we may, decide to add more vessels than at present in-

COL. CHARLES A. WIKOFF. 

In the death of Charles A. Wikoff, 22d U. 8. Inf., who 
was killed in the bloody battle of Friday, July 1st, in 
the assault on the defences of Santiago de Cuba, the 
Army loses one of its best and most reliable Colonels. 


He has ever been known as an officer ready for any 
duty to which he might be assigned. For integrity of 
character, attention to duty and faithfulness in ite per- 
formance he won the respect and esteem of all who 
knew him. By his death the service loses a gallant and 
faithful officer. 

Col. Wikoff and the writer entered the Army in 1861 
as Lieutenants in the same regiment, in which regiment 
we served during the war, but in the reorganization of 
the Army, after the war, were transferred to different 
regiments. Meeting only occasionally for many years, 
we again served together as Colonel and Lieutenant 
Colonel of the same regiment. 

Intimately associated and lifelong friends as we were, 
I learned to love and appreciate the high social qualities 
and goodness of heart which distinguished this excellent 
soldier and true friend. 

At the battle of Shiloh his left eye wae taken out by 
a bullet, but after a short absence he was with hie regi- 
ment again and participated in many other engage- 
ments. 

He was twice brevetted, once for gallant and meritor- 
ious services in the battle of Shiloh, 1enn., again for 
gallant and meritorious services in the battles of 
Chickamauga, Ga., and Missionary Ridge, Tenn. 

As Colonel of the 22d Inf. he has been stationed at 
Fort Crook, Neb., in command of his regiment and post. 
He could have been retired on his own application for 
length of service or disability incurred in line of duty 
(lose of eye), but preferred to accompany his regiment, 
and with it share the dangers of the Cuban campaign.

The recent death of young Hamilton Fish, of New 
York, in the sanguinary engagement at Siboney not un- 
naturally has called forth no little sympathetic com- 
ment. The reason is not far to seek. Mr. Fish was a 
representative man of a class that is not ordinarily ex- 
pected to make large sacrifices for patriotism or any- 
thing else. They have wealth, an assured future, 
so far at least as money can give it, and certainly noth- 
ing but a strong love of country could induce them to 
imperil all this and place themselves at the service of 
the nation in its hour of need. Mr. Fish is by no means 
a solitary instance of this generous spirit of adventure. 
The regiment of Wolunteer cavalry of which he was a 
member contains a large number of young men of wealth 
who prefer a career of danger and self-sacrifice on the 
field of battle abroad to one of “inglorious ease” at home. 
Other regiments and our Naval Militia illustrate the 
same patriotic spirit. So long as the ease loving classes 
indicate, as they are now doing, a willingness to bear 
their full share in the burdens of war, even to the ex- 
tent of serving as private soldiers, we have no reason 
to despair of the republic. If those exposed to the de- 
moralizing influences of luxury and wealth are able to 
resist them there need be no fear of those who are 
trained by the harsher experiences of life to self-control 
and self-sacrifice. It will be found, we think, that the 
best examples of the quality of patriotism among pros- 
perous families is exhibited by those inheriting the 
tradition of pure American descent. The prosperity of 
the republic has brought to its shores in later years many 
whose purpose has been to escape from Old World re- 
sponsibilities without assuming those of a new citizen- 
ship. It is among this class, especially represented by 
the foreign born editor of the New York “Evening Post,” 
that we find the worst examples of cynical contempt 
for American institutions and a pessimistic disbelief in 
the virtue and stability of the republic. If the war ac- 
complishes no other purpose it will silence this class of 
critics for a time and awaken throughout the country a 
new spirit of patriotism against which they will find it 
hard to contend. 
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THE MILITARY SITUATION. 


Matters at Santiago have practically remained in 
statuo quo during the past week so far as actual hostili- 
ties are concerend, So long as it was possible to hope 
that the Spanish commander would recognize the in- 
eyitable, and conclude to surrender, as he finally did, 
Americans were justified in not going to the extreme. 
An assault would without doubt result in a heavy loss 
of life, and the value of the place, now that the Span- 
sh fleet has been destroyed, was not sufficient to war- 
rant any more deaths or wounds. Indeed, if the polit- 
ical exigencies did not require that the city and its de- 
fenders should be captured, there was on military rea- 
son Why our troops should not have gone away as soon 
as Cervera was destroyed. As we have before stated, no 
erations against Havana can be undertaken from San- 
tiago, and it is extremely doubtful whether we could 
compel the Spanish Army to fight outside of it if it did 
not want to do 6o. The American lines were extended, 
so that they stretched from Caimanes on the northwest 
of the town to a point on the bay south of it. They 
were strengthened so that it would be very hazardous 
for the enemy to attempt an attack on them, but the 
heavy and almost constant rains made them exceed- 
ingly uncomfortable to hold, and they required con- 
stant repair. But they were strong enough to force the 
surrender of the town, as reported in an article ap- 
elsewhere. The terms of surrender granted 


pearing 

were not too liberal. They save the Spaniards’ “face,” 
4s a Chinaman would say, and are practically better for 
ue than the actual delivery of the garrison into our 


hands to be fed, clothed and guarded. We are rather 
“long” on Spanish prisoners ae it is. 

Gen. Randolph had arrived with the rest of the light 
artillery, and this, with that already with Gen, Shaf- 
fer and the siege artillery was placed in position 
and used in bombardment. The fire of the guns, how- 
ever, while accurate, did not produce that effect which 





was expected of it; and demonstrates that bombardments 
in themselves produce but little effect upon an enemy. 
A concentration of fire on a particular point followed by 
in attack has generally proved successful, but the dis- 
persion of fire, especially by field artillery, is practically 
of little use. 

Up to Thursday, July 14, constant efforts had been 
made by Gen. Shafter to persuade Gen. Toral to enact 
the part of Capt. Scott’s coon to no purpose. The naval 
bombardment from a distance of over: five miles seems 
to have been equally ineffective. It looked very much 
‘8 if Gen. Shafter would be compelled to assault or that 
Adm!, Sampson would have to take the bull by the horns 
and go into the harbor. 

The graye danger of yellow fever, which is reported 
4s having broken out among the troops, suggested some 
immediate and decisive action, if Toral did not surren- 
(er In pursuance of our humanitarian policy, we had 
iurdened our troops and filled our lines with refugees 
fom Santiago. Why we did do it is not apparent. It 
vas thoroughly understood that Santiago was to be at- 
lacked, and ample time remained to non-combatants to 
£0 into the interior. There was no responsibility at- 
tached to our Government to care for these people. Our 
doing so relieved the Spanish garrison and compli- 
‘ated our own conditions, besides introducing yellow 
fever into our ranks. It would seem that our gallant 
soldie rs were entitled to as much consideration as Span- 
ish refugees and sympathizers. 

Gen. Miles, who hae joined the Army, has been com- 
elled to order’the destruction of Siboney on account of 
the danger .its -had sanitary condition threatens our 
hops with. It is understood that our Army has been 
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reinforced with about seven thousand men from Camp 
Alger and Tampa under Gen. Guy V. Henry, Whether 
Gen. Miles would assume direct and complete command 
was problematical. There were certain mutterings that 
the situation had been found by him to be such that he 
would feel himself compelled to take charge. From all 
that we can hear, such action on his part (for he as- 
sumed command on the 13th) was dictated by the fact 
that Gen. Shafter’s physical disabilities were such that 
he was incapable of the intimate supervision required. 
If such was the case, military courtesy necessarily had 
to give way to military necessity. 

No very detailed statements of the actual conditions 
in front of Santiago have as yet been received, either 
official or personal, but enough is known to warrant ap- 
prehension on account of the imminence of disease. On 
one view of the matter these ever-recurring truces and 
accompanying threats as to what would bé done if the 
city was not surrendered seemed absurd. They meas- 
urably inereased the confidence of the Spanish, who 
may-drave been led to think that we dared not assault. 
On another view it was easy to eay “take the place by 
foree of arms, whatever the cost, and end the matter.” 

It is gratifying to learn that the French military At- 
tache has the highest opinion of the fighting quality of 
our troops and of the general excellence of our military 
administration. It is reported that the Government be- 
came so impressed with the necessity of ending the sus- 
pense that it gave orders to Adm). Sampson to force his 
way into the bay. If it be true, as has been asserted 
time and again, that the harbor forte have been reduced 
to dismal wrecks only the mines were to be feared. If 
the skill displayed by the enemy in the handling of these 
shall prove to be analogous to that they have shown in 
handling their ships, a little temerity on our part might 
have been justified. Our gallant sailors have destroyed 
several illusiong so far, and they might have relegated 
these bugbear mines to the obscurity to which the tor- 
pedo boat seems to have gone, considering that by so 
doing they would save many lives among our equally 
gallant soldiers. 

Passing now to the Philippines, things there have 
changed but little. Adml. Dewey awaits the arrival of 
more troops and Gen. Merritt. Our troops, under Gen. 
Anderson, who were practically ignorant, are being 
vigorously drilled. The insurgents hold the controlling 
position as heretofore. It is assumed that they defer 
largely to Adm]. Dewey. Adml, Dewey reported that 
the German gunboat Irene refused to permit them to at- 
tack certain Spanish forts in Subig Bay. This being 
brought to the notice of the Admiral, he sent the 
Raleigh and Concord to inquire. They opened fire on 
the fort on Granade Island and captured the thirteen 
hundred Spaniards garrisoning it. The Irene steamed 
out by the other channel, and on her return to Manila 
explained that she “interfered in the cause of human- 
ity.” Adml. Dewey’s action in the matter was a con- 
crete way of saying ““Very well, but don’t do it again.” 
If Adml. Dewey cannot usurp the position of George 
Washington as first in war, first m peace, etc., etc., the 
other well-known remark about Gen. Washington is 
most applicable to him—that of being “all right.” 

The same dispatch eays that the natives are proving 
intractable; that there are differences between the in- 
surgent chiefs, and that a desire is expressed by many 
of them to attempt to so control the situation before the 
arrival of more Americans as to enable them to make 
good terms with them. All of which goes to prove what 
we have asserted—that the enterprise we have embarked 
upon is likely to prove vexatious and difficult. 

Peace talk is more and more prevalent. The astonieli- 
ing success we have had, the exhibition of our great war 
resources we have made and the apprehension as to our 
imperial policy and the demonstration of our innate abil- 
ity to enforce it have profoundly impressed other na- 
tions. Their pressure may compel Spain to listen to rea- 
son. 





THE TRENCHARDS, FATHER AND SON. 


One does not always get an opportunity of looking at 
history from the inside. Contemporary writers, for ob- 
vious reasons, often know a good deal more than they 
tell, while those who formally assume the task of con- 
structing “history” so-called out of the disjointed ma- 
terials within their reach are not always proof against 
the temptation to tell a good deal more than they know. 
In “Reminiscences of the Old Navy,” by Edgar Stanton 
Maclay (G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York and London) 
we have a most fascinating narrative derived from the 
journals and private papers of Capt. Edward Trenchard 
and Rear Adml. Stephen Decatur Trenchard, late of 
the U. 8. N. 

Both Edward Trenchard and his son started in life 
with the most pacific aims and tastes. The elder wanted 
to paint the world and the younger to save it. There 
was rather too liberal an allowance of fighting blood in 
the veins of both to permit the former to become an ar- 
tist or the latter a bishop. So, when young Hdward 
started over to visit his English relatives, he had hardly 
got on the Atlantic and sniffed the salt air before his 
artist ambitions disappeared and quite other aims took 
their place. Through the influence of friends, a mid- 
shipman’s warrant was procured for him and he entered 
upon that career of active and efficient service which has 
placed his name among our foremost naval heroes of the 
earlier part of the present century. 

The Adams, the vessel on which young Midshipman 
Trenchard was stationed, was commanded by Stephen 
Decatur. After the French war the Adams was ordered 
to the Mediterranean and took part in the engagements 
before Tripoli, May, 1808, and was afterwards trans- 


superintended, and participated in the engagement off 
Kingston, September 11, 1814. At the close of the war 
he commanded the John Adams and took part in the 
operations off Algiers, Tripoli and Tunis. One of the 
most difficult and yet most necessary police services 
which in the first half of the century our Navy was com- 
pelled to undertake was that of the African slave trade 
on the West African coast. It was to this special duty 
that Comdr. Trenchard was soon assigned. The service 
was especially hazardous in itself, and the malarious 
character of these tropical waters rendered it doubly 
dangerous. Many of the slavers were heavily armed, 
and turned alternately from piracy to slave-trading as 
the presence of unarmed merchantmen and the prospects 
of rich booty or the market for African chattels de- 
manded. 

As an example of the daring as well as shrewdness of 
these freebooters, Capt. Trenchard tells the following 
story. A trading vessel along the coast which showed 
American colors had aroused the suspicions of the com- 
mander of the British gunboat Contest. The trader 
had succeeded in measurably allaying these suspicions. 
No search was made, and the English contented them- 
selves with keeping the trader in sight. Day after day 
the two vessels cruised slong quietly together. Finally 
the Yankee skipper, finding that there was little prospect 
of shaking off his troublesome and persistent Wnglish 
companion, proposed a friendly sailing match, to last 
twenty-four hours. The challenge was accepted. Some- 
how the English cruiser proved much the better sailor, 
and by night was miles ahead. As soon as darkness 
came on the Yankee skipper turned tail, steered for 
shore, took on his cargo of slaves and before daylight 
was fairly started on his homeward voyage! Precisely 
what the Englishman said or thought when he found - 
he had been so neatly tricked is not on record. 

When the War of 1812 broke out the English enter- 
tained the utmost contempt for the American Navy. 
They loudly proclaimed that in “six months the con- 
temptible flag of the United States would be swept from 
the ocean.” The lessons which Perry and Bainbridge 
and Decatur and Stewart and others gave the English 
on this subject need not here be narrated. 








THE MERCHANT MARINE IN WAR. 


The events of the present war are proving the truth 
of Commo. Mahan’s assertion that a large mercantile 
fleet is as necessary to active naval operations on a con- 
siderable scale as the possession of war vessels. It be- 
came apparent very quickly that the resources of our 
marine in the Pacific would be strained by the require- 
ments of an expedition of moderate size to the Philip- 
pines, and even in the Atlantic there has been no su- 
perabundance of vessels to meet the demands of trans- 
port and provision for our Army in Cuba. We have 
been obliged to use auxiliary cruisers as transports to 
meet the hurried calls arising from active and continu- 
ous fighting, and now that the second Spanish fleet has 
been destroyed it is possible that this class of vessels 
will be kept almost constantly in this service, 

This subject of a merchant marine deserves to be 
taken seriously into consideration in discussing our policy 
toward Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. If our 
merchants take advantage of their new opportunities 
they can place upon the ocean and maintain with profit 
to themselves a fleet of vessels that will justify and sup- 
port extensive naval operations whenever they may be- 
come necessary, and thus increase the security of their 
country and contribute directly to its offensive strength. 
Our Government can do much to aid them in this work 
and should use every means compatible with the free- 
dom of international intercourse to keep the fruits of 
conquest in American hands. The Philippines are es- 
pecially important to us in this respect and may give us 
the means of establishing a commerce which will bear 
a just proportion to our importance as a Pacifie power. 
By making necessary investigations into the resources 0: 
these islands and laying the results before merchants, 
our Government can do much toward laying the foun- 
dation for naval strength in the future, and, in spite ot 
the well-known warning about counting chickens atill 
unhatched, it would be well to prepare at once to secure 
to our own people the benefits we can confer by givin, 
a stable and enlightened government to islands that nave 
never known it.

They are no riff- 
raff, no sweepings of the purliews of a city, They are 
the pick and choice of the growing Western States. 
Other nations have sacrificed their. dearest and best, but 
it is very doubtful indeed whether any nation would 
send forth to the grimest of war such rank and file as 
are to-day marching in our streets.”

The Spanish vessel driven ashore and sunk by the 
gunboats Hawk and Castine recently while entering the 
harbor of Mariel, Cuba, was not the Alfonso XIII., as 
reported, but it is believed it was the Alfonso XIL., al- 
though no official confirmation as to the name of the 
vessel had been made up to this writing. 

The British steamer Monmouth, a new vessel which 
arrived at Bremen on July 1 from New Orleans has 
been purchased by the United States. 

The repairs to Dry Dock No. 3 at the Navy Yard, 
New York, are officially reported completed. Our larg 
est war vessels will now have facilities, so long needed, 
for cleaning and repairing hulls. 

The auxiliary gunboat Osceola, Lieut. J. L. Purcell, 
on July 7 captured a Spanish lighter with provisions in 
Cuban waters valued at $50,000. 

The old ram Alarm has been transferred from the 
Navy Yard, New York, to Philadelpnia, having been 
sold at auction some time since. 

In the bombardment of Santiago de Cuba on July 10 
warships of Adml. —_ fleet co-operated with the 
land force under Gen, after and, despite the range of 
big hills which completely hides the city from the sea, 
shells from our vessels were hurled over the high 
ridges and into Santiago, doing reat damage. 
The fire from the ships was elivered from 
of Aguadores, and to help obtain sufficient eleva- 
tion to clear the hills, the vessels were listed. After 
several shells had been fired from the New York as 
sighting shots, and the result signalled from the shore 
the exact position of the enemy wa» found, the range 
being close on 9,000 yards. The firing was slow and de- 
liberate, and was participated in by the New York, Capt. 
Chadwick; Texas, Capt. woitae rooklyn, Capt. Cook, 
and Indiana, Capt. Taylor. omething like 106 explo- 
sive shells had been fired, when the signal to cease firing 
was given, by reason of a flag of truce sent out to Gen. 
Shafter from the Commanding Officer of the Spanish 
force, 

The U. 8S. 8S. Harvard, Capt. C. 8. Cotton, U. 8. N., 
arrived at Plaza del Este July 10, all well, and left the 
next day for the Navy Yard, Portsmouth, carrying 
Spanish prisoners. 

The Spaniards in time of peace have been accustomed 
to depend to a large extent on Scotch engineers, and it 
is reported that the Spanish engineers of Adml. Cer- 
vera’s squadron have ruined the boilers of his vessels. 

Advices from Guantanamo, Cuba, announce that 
Lieut. Lucien Young, U. S. N., commanding the Hist, as- 
sisted by the Hornet, Lieut. J. M. Helm, and the Wom- 
patuck, Lieut. C. W. Jungen, succeeded on July 11, while 
off Santa Cruz, in cutting the cable connectin avana 
with Santiago, via Cienfuegos, Trinidad, Tunis and 
Manzanillo. The cutting was done under the cover of 
darkness. ay 7 pe Havana is still in communica- 
tion with Madrid and Blanco is able to give expression 
to the determination of the Cuban volunteers not to 
have peace. 

The Navy Department on July 12 asked for bids for 
two floating docks, the two to cost not exceeding $250,- 
000, as recently provided by Congress. 

The gunboat Princeton, Comdr. C. H. West, has left 
Lasgae Island, Pa., and joined the Blockading fleet off 
Cuba. 

The Supply arrived at New York from Philadelphia 
July 10. The auxiliary cruiser Yankee, after taking on 
stores off Tompkinsville, Y., and receiving many 
visitors, sailed south on July 12. Advices brought from 
Honolulu te San Francisco by the Pacific mail steamer 
Rio, the collier Brutus was undergoing slight repairs at 
Honolulu on June 29. The Brutus is the collier en route 
to Manila with the monitor Monterey. The steamship 
Lampasas, which sailed from Tampa July 12 for San- 
tiago, carried the military attachés from Italy, Japan 
and Germany, also a large number of Red Cross nurses 
and physicians, an outfit for Gen. Miles, a large car; 
of Red Cross and engineering supplies, horses for artil- 
lery, the Engineering Corps from the Ist Regiment of 
the District of Columbia, pontoons, shovels, pickaxes, 
and many other implements for the use of the engineers 
in road building.

EFFECT OF A SINGLE SHELL. 


Describing the damage done by the shell from a Span- 
ish fortification near Santiago de Cuba, which struck 
the battleship Texas recently, killing one man and 
wounding eight, a correspondent of the London “Tele- 
graph”. says: “The part of the ship hit is outside the 
central citadel and above the protected deck. The sides 
of the ship at the point of impact consisted of a steel 
plate one and a quarter inches thick. The shell pierced 
this like so much paper, hit a metal stanchion amidshi 
and exploded about seven feet from the plating on the 
starboard side. A noteworthy feature of the steel plat- 
ing. wee that it afforded no splinters or debris to carry 
inboard. It was torn into ribbons and folded back in a 
way that gave the impression that the tough metal had 
been half melted by the impact and passage of the 
projectile. The shock, however, was not sufficient to 
explode the shell, and had it miesed the stanchion it 
would Fave passed th h, the starboard side and pos- 
sibly exploded outside t shi Unfortunately, the 
stanchion was directly in the path of the_gshell, and the 
heavy metal column offered enough resistance to ex- 
plode it. The effect was terrific. though the shell was 
only a emall one, six inches im diameter, and therefore 
not weighing more than about seventy pounds, it prac- 
tically wrecked the rtment in which it burst, 
while the smoke from it forced itself down the ammu- 
nition hoists and into the forward compartments of the 
ship, so that for a few minutes the crew were almost 
suffocated. The stanchion was shivered into atoms for 
two feet of its length, and the fragments of the burst 
shell, flying forward against the starboard side, bulged 
the stout steel plates outward to a depth of three inches. 
Just at this point one of the big double-headed angle 
irons of the ehip’s frame was situated. This great rib 
of steel, nearly twice as thick and heavy as a railroad 
rail, was cut t h in two pieces as if it had been 
made of cheese, and nearly two feet of it wae carried 
away bodily in minute pieces.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., July 12, 1898. 

At a mass meeting of the citizens of Annapolis reso- 
lutions were passed giving expression to their senti- 
ments on the great victory of the American fleet over 
the Spanish fleet commanded by Adml. Cervera. 

They refer to the fact that Commo. Schley, a Mary- 
lander, was in immediate command of the American 
fleet, and with his ship alone in the outset engaged sin- 
gle-handed the entire Spanish fleet and so held it in 
check as to enable the whole American fleet there sta- 
tioned to participate in the fight and accomplish the de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet, thus giving promise of a 
speedy termination of the war now in progress between 
the United States and Spain. Therefore, they tender to 
Commo. Winfield Scott Schley, the officers and men 
under his command, their congratulations and thanks 
for the cool judgment, dashing bravery, skilled seaman- 
ship and self abnegation in his attack on and destruc- 
tion of the Spanish fleet under Admiral Cervera, and 
we approve of the intention of Governor Lowndes to 
recognize his services, on behalf of the State of Mary- 
land, “in such a manner ae will befittingly show that 
our good old commonwealth recognizes properly the 
merits of her sons.” 

The following resolution was also offered and adopted: 

“Whereas, e are informed that Adml. Cervera and 
the surviving officers of his fleet will be quartered in 
this city as prisoners of war; therefore. 

“Resolved, That, in accord with e time-honored 
chivalry of our city, we will extend to the defeated 
hero and his gallant co-patriots every courtesy that the 
brave are entitled to from the brave of every land, and 
will tender the unfortunate prisoners every. kindness 
that Americans cheerfully grant to the noble and true.”

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FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT WITH SHAF- 
TER’S TROOPS. 

From Dauiquirre, Cuba, June 25, 1898, our correspond- 
ent with the Army in Cuba sends us some notes of the 
voyage from Tampa, but the information has been 
anticipated by reports coming by telegraph. The men 
were kept on board ship for one week before sailing 
under conditions of the greatest discumfort, but they 
took it all good-naturedly, and made the inconveniences 
they suffered a subject of jest and laughter. Continuing, 
our correspondent says: As we approached the South- 
ern coast we were ordered “to close up,” and a rather 
dangerous game of hide and seek was brought to an 
end as was a tedious journey, on the morning of June 22. 

As we approached Dauiquirre, the booming of cannon 
informed us of the bombardment, As this went on the 
transports drifted idly, the men cheering each telling 
shot. Finally the order came to land. Carefully the 
convoys guarded the ships’ boats of bluecoats as they 
embarked from the larger ships, and were towed to the 


pier. Soon ver again were on terra firma, and without 
disposing of their sea legs started on their perilous 
march over the mountains in search of the enemy. 
Dauiquirre is a small town, the seat of an n ore 
mining company. An iron pier for dumping ore made 
the aoding comparatively easy. A number of houses 
were fi y the occupants before the bombardment. No 
Spanish flag was in sight. Late in the afternoon Old 
Glory was floated from a pole on the hillside. As the 
guns saluted her cheer upon cheer arose from soldier 
and sailor throats, and one knew that while such men 
were alive the emblem of liberty would not be hauled 


down.

INTERESTING DETAILS OF OUR LAST SEA 
FIGHT. 


A correspondent of the “Commercial Advertiser” of 
New York, writing from the battleship Iowa, gives some 
interesting particulars concerning the battle which re- 
sulted in the destruction of the Spanish squadron under 


Adml. Cervera: , 

It was'a beautiful tropical Sunday morning, and the 
men of the divisions were standing by for the Captain's 
Sunday inspection. ‘When the gong sounded it was sup- 
posed to be for a drill of a false alarm. The coolness of 
our crew when they found they were in for a fight was 
remarkable, as shown by the fact that all the ship’s pets 
were thought of, the cat, dog and goat being stowed 
below in a safe place. All the crew were only too 
pleased at the chance, and every one did his duty. The 
men cheered repeatedly at each gain. Men went to 
their stations promptly, though some of the crew started 
to change their clothes, thinking it a shame to fight in 
white mustering clothes. 

In all the lowa fired over 1,600 shots, and so great 
was the execution that the ports of the Spanish ships 
had to be closed to prevent the crews from jumping, 
overboard. Our lowest range was 1,500 yards, maxi- 
mum, 4,500. This fight, the greatest of the century, 
was between fleets, not so very disproportionate, as two 
of our ships were not engaged and a third took part only 
during the first part of the conflict. The importance of 
some absolutely safe way of getting and transmitting 
the ranges to the ns was shown. The method em- 
ployed was by angling from the top. All the guns, with 
a few minor exceptions, worked perfectly, the turret 
guus on this ship coming out of the fight in perfect con- 
dition. Few or no orders were given to the squadron, 
the commanding officers being told to use their discre- 
tion, and they did it beautifully. 

No smokeless powder was used on either side, and 
a dense cloud of smoke enveloped everything about the 
decks. The reports of the guns at first seemed terrific, 
but they carried their own remedy, for the crew soon 
became so deaf that they could scarcely hear a 12-inch 
gun firing right overhead. The firing at times had to be 
stopped, Owing to smoke, and the men seized the chance 
to wrap towels round their faces to keep out the fumes. 

The Spaniards say that the first shot that hit the Viz- 
caya took off an officer's arm. He afterward died, as 
there were no medicines or instruments aboard, all hav- 
ing been sent to the army. By and by our flag was half- 
masted and all hands were called aft. The Spanish 
officers knelt and the chaplain of the Vizcaya gave the, 
Catholic rites for the dead. There were five dull thuds, 
one by one, three volleys by the marines, and then taps 
sounded and we sevarated, to think of the brave fellows 
who died for their country. We have more respect for 
the Spanish than we had before we met them; I like 
Spanish honor better than I did. Capt. Bulate stayed 
witn his ship to the last. He was wounded in the head, 
but he stuck to his post till all but the dead of his crew 
were taken off: then he stepped into the last boat. At 
dinner last night all drank very heartily to Adml. Cer- 
vera's health and the Spaniards responded with Samp- 
son's.

HARDEST FIGHTING EVER DONE. 
(From a Dispatch to the New York Sun.) 
St. Louis; July 13.

A Tampa correspondent of the New York “Tribune” 
saye: “I was at the front during the fighting on July 
1 and 2, and whatever the errors that may have been 
made in the conduct of those battles, they lose value 
as compared with the inefficiency in the handling of the 
wounded, both on shore and on the way home. In the 
first place, no apparent effort was made to relieve the 
sufferings of the men who fell on the field. I don’t say 
that the few surgeons © were there did not work; 
for they did, and they worked like heroes. But they 
were unable, from mere lack of numbers, to attend to 
all the eases. Many of the wounded received no proper 
attention until they reached Tomes. Then, when the 
Cherokee was to her pier, a large number of sur- 
geons were on hand to care for the wounded men and 
make them comfortable for their ride northward on the 
ambulance trains which were in waiting. In squads of 
fourteen the men were sent from the ship, their wounds 
dressed and good food issued to them. The work wax 
well and promptly done, and within a few hours the 
journey to Fort McPherson was begun. To attend to 
the 350 wounded men on the Cherokee there was one 
surgeon and three or four hospital stewards. In one day 
this surgeon made 110 dressings.” 

We find that there is very general dissatisfaction with 
the new corps badges which were illustrated last week.

THE SPANISH WRECKS. 


Of the five Spanish vessels which composed the fleet 
under Adml. Cervera, now prominent as rusty and ruined 
hulks along the Cuban coast, the Reina Mercedes lies at 
the entrance of Santiago harbor not far from the collier 
Merrimac. Some five miles to the west of Santiago is 
a torpedo boat on the rocks, a mass of battered steel. 


Several miles further east are the battered remains of 
the twin cruisers Infanta Maria Teresa and Almirante 
Oquendo. The Vizcaya, totally ruined, lies still further 
east, while some 42 miles further is the Cristobal Colon 
lying on her side, the least damaged of the fleet. } 

Inside the Spanish ships the work of destruction is 
complete and visible in every direction. Their boilers, 
engines, bunkers and magazines have been blown into 
unrecognizable masses of twisted, melted iron. Explod- 
ed shells, burned rifles and revolvers and pieces of brass- 
work are strewn all over the remains of the cruisers. 
The Board of Survey which has made a faree-dags ex- 
amination of the Spanish vessels reports that the Maria 
Teresa and Cristobol Colon ma saved if prompt 
action ie taken. The cruisers Vizcaya and Almirante 
Oquendo and the torpedo boats Pluton and Furor are 
reported to be beyond redemption. The main_ batteries 
of all of the ships can be saved. Sixty-one shell holes 
were found in the hull of the Almirante Oquendo, 
twenty-four in the Vizcaya, thirty-three in the Maria 
Teresa and eight in that of the Cristobal Colon. The 
Vizeaya was blown up by her own torpedoes. 

The Board has recommended that no wood should be 
used in the construction of Manone that no torpédoes 
should be carried on fighting vessels; that the rapid-fire 
batteries on battleships are of supreme importance, and 
that the fire of the main battery should below the 
protective deck. ;
